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1, In the spring of 1951 large-scale military preparations were begun in Lithuania 
which affected civilians, When workers finish their work, they are given 
instructions for two hours daily on military preparedness, This lasts for six 
weeks, Two weeks of such training is given to men in the villages. Aeecording 
te the orders of the Voyenkomat through the Chairman of the Exeeutive Committee, 
all men who have not performed military service are brought to the raion eenter 
or to loeal towns, where the garrison commanders teach them how to use infantry 
weapons, Those called up for theses instructions must also bring food with 
them for the two weeks, since only soup is given out during the instruction 
period, The purpose of these preparations is to be so prepared that, when war 
starts, all men can be sent to the front without delay. 


2. Military duty is compulsory for all and is earried out in the Lithuanian 
SSR but in the Soviet Union proper, een what length of 29%1 
time one ealled up must serve or what aSs€S Oi men nave been ealled up for 


Service. There are some Russians in uniform in the villages but not many, 
For the most part, they supplement the garrisons stationed in the nearby towns 
in carrying owt the basic duty of eombatting partisans, 


30 Every loeal distriet (formerly known as Walscius, a part of a raion) has its 
garrison which consists of approximately 200 or more men, In the woded areas , 
garrisons may contain up to 400 to 500 men. These garrisons consist primarily 
of istrebiteli who are locally recruited but whose commanders, administrators, 
section commanders, and politieal offisers are Russians, 


4, Five or six heavily-armed istrebiteli may be assigned to the protection of the 
kolkhozy. This is an innovation which wae enaeted in 1950, So that the 
istrebiteli will not be subject to bribery, they are well paid, They reeeive 
600 rubles per month, are allowed to keep a cow, a pig, and fowl, and ean sow 
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grain and plant potatoes. when necessary for their campaigns, they 

receive free wniskey. Sinee many of the possessions of the deportess pass 
through their hands, their "compensation" becomes substantially larger, 

The istrebiteli are very much despised and try to live on as high a scale as 
possible, since they themselves say that,in the event of an uprising er a 
war, they would hang from a Limb,
